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My lawsuit is against multiple defendants, particularly key players who obsessively conspired to 
stalk, dox, and harass me. These practices are illegal violations of privacy and have become 
widespread because they are not addressed enough. Although I will soon issue a more serious 
and nuanced statement regarding the last hearing, the judge Mr. Keosian granted the first motion 
to strike on one defendant: Vanessa Valdes. He judged that Valdes did not commit libel based on 
only portions of her communication. The defendant Valdes failed to file her Anti-SLAPP special 
motion to strike on any the other causes, including, but not limited to: intentional infliction of 
emotional distress, invasion of privacy and civil conspiracy. Although Mr. Keosian was aware, 
this resulted in my inability to rebut all those other causes. Suspiciously, the judge struck these 
nine other causes outside of libel, even without the necessary arguments from either side. This 
ruling should not be misconstrued at a surface level nor embolden and normalize cyberstalkers. 
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While I navigate this complex case which involves multiple defendants in various roles, I am 
taking opportunities for procedural remedies arising from the deficiencies of this hearing. In all 
lawsuits, there are ups and downs. But the power should belong to the public in the form of a 
jury trial.
